tions to the entente allies by Japan 


has been followed by a conflict be­ 
tween the cabinet and the house of 
peers concerning the budget distri­ 
bution of the proceeds.

versv arose from the fact that th e 1 
proceeds were not placed in the gen­ 
eral estim ates of the government, but 
were credited to the 
accounts 
for 
military arsenals. 
This proved dis­ 
pleasing to many of the peers, who 
believed that the money should be 
entered in the general estimates, so 
I hat it might be used for any purpose 
which the government deemed best 
or which the 
Diet 
approved. 
They 
held that the crediting of the money 
to military arsenals 
was 
irregular 
and expressed apprehension that the 
public would suspect the military au­ 
thorities of wishing 
to 
monopolire 
the entire funds for military purposes 
only. 
The government, on the other hand, 
contended that the m atter was one 
.vbich entirely concerned the army. 
It admitted that the money w’ould be 
used— rightly used, it 
believed —for

Nobody questions the legiti­ 
mate nature of the sale of the muni­ 
tions; the controversy is only over 
the question of procedure, and, while 
it is not a subject that arouses great 
interest among the Japanese public, 
it possesses importance in a political 
way, because the delegations appoint­ 
ed by the house of peers and by the 
governmnt seem unable to reach an 
agreement.

merely to the guns and ammunitions 
sold by the government and

Berlin, March 2.—The German iron 


trade 
is 
probably in a more nearly 
normal position than any other indus­ 
try. 
The figures of production of pig 
iron for 1915, just 
published, 
showr 
that the monthly rate of production is 
now fully two-thirds of what it was in 
the months just preceding the out­ 
break of hostilities. 
But as Germany 
had been exporting about one-third of 
its iron production during the peace 
times, it is evident that home con­ 
sumption lias remained practically un­ 
changed. 
The total output for 1915 
reached 
11,790,000 
tons. 
This was 
2.600.000 tons less than for 1914 and 
7.500.000 less than for tho record year 
1913, but it was only about 20 per 
cent less than for the average of the 
five 
years 
previous 
to that. 
The 
monthly manufacture of steel, too, is 
only about 23 per cent less than the 
average just before the war. 
The iron trade 
would 
make 
an 
even better showing but for the fact 
that its supply of skilled workmen 
cannot be kept up to requirements; it 
lias been found necessary to take on 
inferior labor, including prisoners of 
war, from whatever source it could be 
obtained. 
There also is 
a 
lack 
of 
freight cars for moving forward ores 
to the furnaces and for shipping away 
the finished goods; and this is ag­ 
gravated by a scarcity of hands also 
for loading and unloading the cars. 
The German furnaces have otherwise 
not been embarrassed by the lack of 
ores since the war bogan. 
Although 
somewhat more than 
one-third 
of 
their ores had been 
imported 
from 
abroad, the war has not materially di­ 
minished the arrivals from the twro 
foreign countries which are the big 
gest ore producers for German fur 
naces. These are Sweden, which sup 
plied Germany with 
about 
4,500,000 
tons a year, and France, which sent 
nearly 4,000,000 tons in 1913. 
As the 
principal ore fields in France are in 
the 
territory 
occupied by the Ger 
mans, the supply of French ores has 
been for some months kept up to a 
satisfactory level. 
Extensive proper 
ties in the new" and excellent ore field 
of Briev, just across the frontier from 
Metz, were already in possession of 
big German companies before the war 
began; and these have only had to 
continue working their 
own 
mines. 
Spain is the only important foreign 
country 
from 
which 
imports have 
been cut off. At home the high grade 
mines around Siegen and those in the 
Lahn and Dill valleys are operating at 
their full capacity, and their product 
is smelted as fast as the railways can 
lay it down at 
the 
furnaces. 
The 
other big ore region of Germany, that 
of Lorraine, is operating at consider 
ably less pressure for the reason that 
the 
low’ 
grade 
ores from there are 
feeling the sharp competition of the 
better French ores from just across 
the frontier. 
The German iron industry has had 
a comparatively moderate advance in 
prices since the war began. 
Foundry 
iron has been marked 
up 
only 
20 
marks or about $4.76 a ton, and hem­ 
atite 36.70 or less than $9, but Cleve­ 
land iron in England has risen $7.50 
and hematite even as much as $16.40. 
Correspondingly, heavy plates for ship 
construction have risen about $14 in 
Germany, but $24 in England. 
The 
German price for such plates is 155 
marks (about $34.50) 
as 
compared 
with l l pounds (about $53 50) in Eng­ 
land. 
The German steel 
trust 
has 
just raised prices 
for 
half-finished 
steel for further manufacture by five 
to ten marks a ton. The new price for 
billets is $29.17, which is only $6.55 
higher than in July, 1914. Slabs, from 
which plates are rolled, 
now' 
cost 
$30.35, or a rise of $7.15. The ground 
assigned by the trust for raising prices 
was that the costs of production had 
increased.

Percentare of Dirty or Soiled Eggs 
May be Materially Reduced by 
Proper Management. 


Poultry keepers may easily reduce 
the percentage of dirty or soiled eggs, 
and losses entailed to insignificant 
figures. 
First, an ample number of 
nests is, of course, necessary, but an 
ample number means no more, than, 
and probably not as many as, are usu­ 
ally directed by poultry waiters. Lay­ 
ing houses are, as a rule, provided 
with a sufficient number, but where 
the keeper falls down is in failing to 
supply enough nesting material and 
floor litter. 
Obviously the nesting material must 
be clean, or the eggs become soiled by 
contact, and it must be sufficient in 
quantity, or the eggs are often broken 
by dropping upon the hard floor of the 
nest. 
Iii houses where the dropping-bcards 
are above the nests, and the custom 
is to sand the boards, small stones 
often drop into the nest and breakage 
results when newly-laid eggs fall upon 
thorn. 
The condition of nests should 
be noticed daily, and the nesting ma­ 
terial 
replenished 
when necessary. 
Plenty of nesting material prevents 
breakage and insures clean eggs. 
An ample and clean litter on the 
floor is also vory essential whei an 
A-l clean product is sought. 
Particu­ 
larly is this true wdien the hens are 
allowed outdoors during wet weather. 
Tho litter acts as a food mat for the 
hens on their way to the nests. 
Clean eggs bring better prices than 
dirty ones.

HOW MURDER THRIVES 
THE SEDALIA DEMOCRAT 
In the United States the average 
number of murders each 
year is 5,- 
000. The figures are growing rnnual- 


Iv. As every one knows, the number 
of legal executions 
annually 
is far 
below this figure. 
In fact, legal ex­ 
ecutions are infrequent and 
far be­ 
tween. The most murderous city in 
the Union is Chicago, which has the j 
flamboyant “I Will” for 
its 
motto. 
The least murderous city in the coun- j 
try is Milwaukee. Of the half dozen 
very big cities of the country, Phila­ 
delphia, 
“the 
City 
of 
Brotherly 
Love,” has the best record. 
But the record of 
our 
most law­ 
abiding cities is far below the Euro­ 
pean average, while the proportion of 
murders in this country is far above 
the darkest spots of Italy, where the 
murder industry is supposed to b e s 
most at home. Our high murder rate i 
is not a result 
of 
alien 
influence, 
either. It is highest 
in 
the 
south, 
where 
pure, 
undefiled 
American 
stock is at the 
highest. 
And 
next 
comes the Pacific coast. 
The fact that 70 per cent of our 
murders are committed with revolv­ 
ers indicates that 
the 
laws against 
the carrying of dangerous weapons 
are largely a farce. 
Well meaning 
legislatures have, 
as 
usual, 
made 
these laws that look so w'ell on the 
statute books; but, like so many oth­ 
er laws in this noble and free land of 
the brave, they are merely consider­ 
ed objects of contempt. 
A more 
vigorous 
prosecution 
of 
murderers, less 
maudlin 
sentiment 
and sympathy while It is being done 
and fewer technicalities at law dur­ 
ing the legal 
process 
would reduce 
the number of annual murders with­ 
out a doubt. Also, when a murderer 
is convicted and sentenced to pris­ 
on the knowdedge that there would 
be no pardon at an early day would 
tend to 
discourage 
other murders. 
We need more law “as is” lawr and 
less theorizing.

CONVICT LABOR IN PENN 
SYLVANIA. 
WAS COSTLY MISTAKE 


According to 
estimates, 
the 
en­ 
tente powers spent $7,250,000,000 on 
the Dardanelles 
expedition, 
not in­ 
clusive of their loss of warships and 
trading craft. 
Whether or net these 
figures are correct, the fa d is that 
the Dardanelles campaign was most 
costly, for it has failed in its direct 
purpose and also 
in 
its demonstra­ 
tion of the inability of the allies to 
get to Constantinople by this route, 
turned away from them the expected 
help of Greece, 
Bulgaria 
and Ru­ 
mania and resulted in the utter de­ 
struction of Serbia. History has not 
produced many 
wars 
which 
have 
been conceived 
in completer ignor­ 
ance of the essential conditions that 
were to be met, or which 
have re­ 
sulted in completer failure. 
Great Britain 
and 
France 
called 
out their best and bravest to ham­ 
mer down 
these 
peninsular 
w’alls, 
which should have 
been 
struck be­ 
fore they had been rendered impreg­ 
nable, if they 
struck 
them 
at all. 
They poured out their best blood and 
the abundance of their treasure. 
It 
has cost them, according to estimate, 
more than 100,000 
men 
in 
killed, 
wounded and prisoners, and after all 
of this great sacrifice the project wras 
abandoned, leaving only a vast grave­ 
yard for men 
and 
military reputa­ 
tions. But it has not, apparently, de­ 
cided the war, for the losers are go­ 
ing steadily on with their main op­ 
erations. 


How far other 
states 
have gone 
toward the solution of their convict 
labor problem is shown 
by the re­ 
port of the national bureau of labor 
statistics which has 
just completed 
an interesting summary of what the 
state legislatures have 
done during 
the past year in that line of endeav­ 
or. One of the most important laws 
in this class is that enacted in Penn­ 
sylvania establishing a prison labor 
commission made up of one member 
each of the board of 
prison inspec­ 
tors of each 
penitentiary 
and the 
board of managers of the industrial 
reformatory. This commission is au­ 
thorized to arrange for the 
installa­ 
tion of machinery chosen bv them 
of an amount, 
kind 
and character 
suitable for carrying on of industries 
designated in the law’. 
Th° manu­ 
facture and production of the sup­ 
plies needed for the institutions rep­ 
resented on the commission, and for 
the state and counties, 
as 
well as 
for any institution 
owned 
and con­ 
trolled by the state, are contemplat­ 
ed; also the preparation and manu­ 
facture of building material for the 
construction or repair of stale insti­ 
tutions, and work 
for 
purposes of 
industrial training 
and 
instruction. 
Other work mentioned is the making 
and preparing of crushed stone, tile, 
brick, culvert pipe and other mate­ 
rial suitable for draining the roads 
of the state, or for road building and 
ballasting. These products and mate­ 
rials are to 
be 
disposed 
of to the 
state, counties 
and 
public 
institu­ 
tions of the state in accordance with 
arrangements to 
be 
made 
by the 
prison labor commission, and $75,000 
is appropriated to establish a manu­ 
facturing fund for their use m d dis­ 
posal. 
Inmates 
in 
the 
institutions 
to 
which the law 
applies 
are 
to be 
credited with wages for the time act­ 
ually at work, the rates to be fixed 
by the commission 
or 
by 
persons 
designated by them. The lawr estab­ 
lishes maximum and minimum rates 
of 5 cents and IO cents 
a day, re­ 
spectively, the differences in Dites to 
he expressive both of the pecuniary 
value of the work and of the willing­ 
ness, industry and good conduct of 
the prisoner. Dependents are to re­ 
ceive three-fourths of 
the earnings, 
and 
all 
if 
the 
prisoner 
desires. 
Where there are no dependents the 
earnings are to 
accumulate 
to the 
credit of the prisoner for his benefit 
at the time of his release, and are to 
be paid to him in installments, one- 
third on his discharge, one third in 
three months and the 
remainder in 
six months. Another act fixes a wage 
allowance of 25 cents daily for con­ 
victs engaged 
on 
public highways; 
this act forbids 
the employment of 
convicts at building 
any 
bridge or 
other structure of like character, or 
the doing of any work in connection 
therewith which requires the employ­ 
ment of skilled Jabot. 
Missouri, which is making an up­ 
hill- struggle toward the solution of 
its convict labor problem, may learn 
something to its advantage by study­ 
ing this new Pennsylvania plan.
